from his pocket and shot McGibbons 
full in the face.

That antiseptics have been 
used by the milk trade of Concorl 
there is no doubt, although we be- 
lieve there are none being used to- 
day. To feel that a food product so 
universally used as milk should 
embalmed -with, a chemicai or .chem- 
cals which should only be used by 
the chemist and undertaker cannot

It was authoratively stated in Bos- 


ton Friday that the reason for the 
great shortage of eggs was due sole- 
ly to the cold weather throughout 
the great egg-producing centers of 
the west, that hundreds of car loads 
of eggs were ruined during transpor- 
tation, the eggs becoming so chilled 
in the cars that they became unsala- 
ble, being thown away, with the re- 
sult that dealers have fewer crates 
today than for many weeks. 


Among the many southern vege- 


tables now in the market, there 'iro 
some very nice egg plants. There in 
considerable difference in both tlio 
the size and the quality of these veg 
etables, and consequently in their 
price. While, of course, they cannot 
be bought now at summer prices, 
many of them are quite reasonable, 
the lowest price being 20 cents each.

which lias been freed from its contents 
of sugar lias lately appeared. The in- 
ventor of tho new method, the owner 
of the machine factory of J. Sperber in 
Vienna, starts with the supposition 
that pulp which Is dried by heat from 
a'fire must be more or less soiled by 
the particles of ash which come from 
the used up fuel and must therefore 
be highly Injurious to the animals con- 
suming it, a supposition 
entertained 


by many, which has, however, never 
been proved 'in practical use to be cor- 
rect. 


Sperber. therefore, dries with stesm. 


The pulp is first cut up by machines 
Into small pieces about one-tenth of an 
Inch thick and onc-toiith of an Inch 
long, which arc passed into an appara- 
tus where (hey arc tossed to and fro 
by mean.-; of shovcl-Ilkc Implements, 
afterward cominj? into contact with 
movable hollow bodies through which 
slenin Hows.
